Oik May 12, 1973 the Time* reported that the Rockefeller Commission 
had ordered intensive photographic anal/els of pictures showing the 
arrest of three “vagrant »" at the site add en the day of President 
Kennedy's assassination. Diek Gregory has alleged that two of these 
"vagrants* resemble Seward Sunt and Prank Stugls, respectively. It 
does not require intensive analysis ef the sort new feeing undertaken 
with taxpayer aonsy te see that these pietures do not deplet Sunt 
and Sturgis. 

Bather, I think it is apparent that the Sookefeller Ceuaissioh 
is aiming its investigative eaanahs at straw men, at allegations which 
clearly have no substance, while it studiously avoids responsible, 
documented reports that the Warren Commission failed to investigate 
possible links between Dee Harvey Oswald and the CIA. This ean only 
mean that the Rockefeller Commission is not engaged in a serious 
investigation ef this aspect ef CIA domestic activities. Shis notion 
is reinforced fey the highly objectionable behavior of the Commission's 
chief counsel, David W. Selin, who en several occasions has violated 
tho Commission's ground rules and made eenelusery statements te the 
effect that he does hot believe there was any CIA involvement in 
the assassination. Furthermore, Hr. Selin has used his position 
on this Commission to publlolse his view that tha Commission has 
adduced no evidence challenging Oswald's guilt. Hare Mr. Bolin 
propagandizes, for this is an araa outside tho Commission's jurisdic- 
tion and on which it oannot receive or adduce evidence. 

Mr. Bolin's past associations with tho Warren Commission are 
indeed disturbing, and ay own doubts were substantially heightened 
after I engaged in a voluminous correspond anee with Hr. Selin. 

When Mr. Bolin was appointed to this Commission fey President Ford, 

I made extensive efforts te plaoo tho seeret aspects ef his past 
reeord before the public. I also Bade a personal presentation and 
plea to former Solicitor General Bruin Griswold, a member of the 
Rockefeller Commission* 


The Rockefeller Commission, through leaks and through Hr. 

Bolin, Is preparing tho public for acceptance of its non-investigation 
of CIA links to the Kennedy assassination. The public, in turn, 
should reeognise that enee again it is being deceived by those whoso 
salaries it pays and in whom it plates its trust. 


I express my concern because I consider myself an authority 
on the aubjaet of the Kennedy assassination. My book on that subject. 
Presumed Guilty, has just been published by Fairleigh Dickinson 
university Press, a respected publisher of scholarly books.
